Bankhead, a soft-spoken, gen- 
tle man of 66, died unexpectedly 
early today. His last illness began 
Tuesday while he was in Balti- 
more to address a political rally. 
He fainted just before his speech 
was to be delivered and at that 
time Dr. George W. Calver, capi- 
tol physician, announced that he 
had suffered an “excruciating at- 
tack of sciatica.” 

After the speaker’s death, Cal- 
ver said that actually a blood ves- 
sel in Bankhead’s abdomen had) 
ruptured, adding that he withheld | 
the true diagnosis to avoid any 
possibility that the speaker might 
learn the seriousness of his illness.

Politics was the birthright of 
Bankhead. Of a family which has 
been represented under the capitol 
dome hy at least one member for 
more than 50 years, he was first 
elected to the 65th or “war con- 
gress” of 1917-18. 

His father, John Hollis Bank- 
head, already had a distinguished 
record in house and senate. In 
1930, ten years after the elder 
Bankhead’s death, Will’s’ elder 
brother, John Hollis Bankhead II, 
went to the senate. 

For Southern Farmer. 


The Alabama brothers formed 
a team in the interests of the 
southern farmer. Together they

Your policy is a contract 
between your company and 
yourself and can be changed to 
one with a lower premium, pro- 
vided that you are still insurable. 

The last thing you want to do 
is to let your old policy lapse, 
until you are sure you can pass 
the company requirements for 
a new one, 

Moreover, it is often to your 


advantage to keep your old pol- 
icy rather than drop it and take 
out a new one, for the old one 
may contain certain privileges 
which are not now available. 

Therefore, if your situation 
changes—as it may—I suggest 
that you get in touch with your 
agent—or with the company di- 
rect if you have lost track of him 
—before you consider dropping 
the policy you have.

Acts, Not Words 

The Atlanta branch of the British Relief 
Society will, this morning, start an intensive 
campaign for members. Arrangements have 
been made for membership booths in various 
downtown centers and it is planned to con- 
tinue the campaign for some days. - 

Ninety-eight per cent, or more, of Atlan- 
tans are praying and hoping for Britain to 
defeat the Nazis. Both because of natural 
affection for Britain, natural hatred of Nazi- 
dom and its acts, and an understanding reak- 
zation of what a horrible thing for the United 
States a Nazi victory would be. 

Now, through the British Relief Society, 
those Atlantans have immediate opportunity 
to show their sympathies by deeds, instead of 
through mere words. 

With the intensified bombing of London 
and other British cities, the need for ambu- 
lances, portable kitchens, clothing, surgical 
supplies, bandages, etc., is mounting rapidly 
in England. The British Relief Society is ship- 
ping such supplies as fast as funds permit. It 
is stated that a shipload left New York this 
week. 

At the present time, it is-stated, the great- 
est needs are for portable kitchens, which may 
go into the East End of London and similar 
areas where bombing has been severe, to fur- 
nish hot meals for the poor sufferers who are 
either homeless or unable to cook because of 
the smashing of gas mains; and for overcoats, 
for the shelterless men and women who are 
already feeling the bite of England’s early 


winter. 
Atlantans who would help Britain in her 


desperate struggle can do no better than, by 
their membership dues, their gifts, their work 
and enthusiastic co-operation, enable the Brit- 
ish Relief Society to pour a steady stream of 
such succor as this across the Atlantic. 

The society, which was first suggested by 
Lord Lothian, the British ambassador to the 
United States, has been approved by the State 


Department at Washington. 
Our government has been aiding Britain 


by sending 50 obsolete destroyers, hundreds 
of unused army tanks and other impedimenta 
of war to England and to Canada. Individual 
civilians cannot.directly send such aid as this 
but, through joining the British Relief Society, 
all can substantially prove that their sym- 
pathy is a real thing, not merely a matter 
of words. 


Extending the Light 

Of all the public moneys spent since the 
beginning of the New Deal, it is to be seri- 
‘ously doubted if any has been used to so 
good effect as the money that the Rural 
Electrification Administration has spent to 
bring electric light and power to the farmers 
of the nation. 

Already 250,000 miles of power line have 
been erected, serving the farms in many sec- 
tions which previously had to ‘depend upon 
kerosene lamps, or candles, for light, and upon 
mule and human power to operate the farm 


sooner the better—when every farm homme in 
this country may have, if it will, the blessing 
of electric light and electric power. Neither 
new New Deal, or any other administration, 


could give to America a material gift surpass- 
ing that in better-living value.

Complications 
Illustrative of the complications that face 


the National Defense Commission, in that por- 
tion of its job which involves the securing of 
sufficient reserve supplies of raw materials 
that are at present imported from other coun- 
tries, is the problem of ferro-manganese. 

A few days ago Alsop and Kintner, in their 
column, The Capital Parade, reported that 
there was some worry about the nation’s sup- 
ply of manganese, most of which is imported 
from Brazil. They pointed out the danger 
which would ensue were the supply of this 
vital material cut off by war-stoppage of the 
sea lanes. 

They explained that manganese ore found 
in the United States was of lower grade than 
the Brazilian ore and that the domestic ore 
could not be used to produce high-quality 
manganese. 

However, Frank D. Smith, of Cartersville, 
Ga., in a letter published in The Constitution 
last Friday, declared that manganese ore of 
lower grade than that which is plentiful in 
northwest Georgia and other states, is being 
profitably worked in Cuba. So profitably, in 
fact, the company operating the Cuban plant 
is this year undertaking extensive enlarge- 
ment. 

Mr. Smith asks, pointedly, why Georgia 
and other United States manganese ore can- 
not be worked, just as the even lower grade 
Cuban ore. Two companies, he states, have 
made as good ferro-manganese from ore from 
the Cartersville district as that made from any 
imported ore. He asks why the steel com- 
panies do not encourage capital to develop this 
domestic supply of an important material, by 
offering to purchase the ore should a high- 
grade product result. 

Yet, it is well known that this nation wants 
to develop trade with South America. If we 
do not purchase South American products, the 
countries of that continent cannot buy from 
us. That is axiomatic, as simple as the ABC 
the first-grade child learns in school. Should 
we develop our own manganese and thus 
make it unnecessary to buy this material from 
Brazil? It would be a serious blow to that 
country and make still more difficult any in- 
crease in trade relations between the two 
countries. 

This is a somewhat different problem from 
that of the Argentine beef. Argentina wants 
to sell beef to this country. It is stated that 
if that country could supply merely 2 per cent 
of the beef consumed in the United States, 
it would solve the Argentine economic prob- 
lem. In the case of beef, however, a powerful 
lobby maintained by the small handfull of 
cattle barons of the western states has suc- 
ceeded in keeping so high a tariff against 
Argentine beef.as to practically exclude it 
from this country. 

Other products could be mentioned, in simi- 
lar situation. So long as domestic producers 
insist on barring imports by tariff walls, so 
long as we cannot develop our own resources 
because such development would interfere 
with the economies of other nations, just so 
long will the problem of hemisphere defense 
and hemisphere “good neighborliness” remain 
a headache.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


MORE AID TO BRITISH AS PEACE TALK STARTS 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—As an anti-climax to the President’s 
bold release of 50 oVerage destroyers, defense officials are contin- 
uing their negotiations with the British Purchasing Commission to 
supply equipment, arms and ammunition. The latest negotiations 
are said to relate to speeding delivery on a small number of large 
bombers, which the British need desperately. 

Both this country and the British have placed huge orders for 
bombing planes, with complete deliveries delayed for several years. 
In one particular case, United States orders had precedence over 
those of the British, and Arthur Purvis, chairman of the British 
representatives, was anxious to get at least some delivery in the 
not too distant future. He negotiated with the treasury and the 
defense commission. A plam has been agreed upon to alternate 
delivery between this country and England on finishedc planes. 
The net result of the deal is that the British will receive five large 
bombers three to six months sooner than was expected. 

However, if officials whom the President consulted on the 
destroyer trade are informed, it seems unlikely that in the imme- 
diate future, at least, any large quantity of this country’s military 
equipment will be sold or exchanged. Obsolete rifles and small 
arms are still being shipped to England, but the negotiations seem 
picayune in contrast to the transfer of the destroyers. Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and his assistants con- 
tinue to be the godfathers to the British commission, giving Purvis 
and his associates full co-operation and every help in dealing with 
the other branches of the government. But at least until the 
Battle of England can be judged more accurately, nothing com- 
parable to the trading of the destroyers seems in prospect. 


NEW PLANE POLICY There is, as everyone knows, great con- 

troversy over the efficiency of the mili- 
tary plane program. But one optimistic conclusion can now be 
drawn. William S. Knudsen, defense commissioner in charge of 
plane production, has introduced a new policy that was long 
needed. For the past year, when large amounts of money have 
been appropriated for aircraft production, manufacturers have been 
driven almost crazy by the army and navy technicians. Just as 
production would gét under way, a change in design would make 
for interminable delays. 

Knudsen’s new rule prohibits changes in design that would 
delay production. No one can blame the military experts for 
wanting the best planes available, but few people would disagree 
with Knudsen’s theory, that it is better to have planes 85 per cent 
as efficient as the latest designs than to have no planes at all. 


PEACE TALK Meanwhile, along with the average citizen, the 
cable-readers and the military experts are on 
tenter-hooks, with fingers crossed, over the outcome of the Battle 
ot Britain. The experts are chary of predictions, but most of them 
still give the British an even chance against the German ali-out 
attack. But an intelligent guess will not be possible for a week 
or ten days, when the possibilities of a successful German invasion 
can be better determined. 

The continued optimism of the experts (if giving the British a 
50-50 chance is optimism), is based on the fact’ that the ratio of 
air losses seem still to favor the British by a fair margin. The 
Germans have inflicted great damage on England, probably more 
extensive than can be estimated from newspaper accounts. But 
as yet the experts can find few signs of extensive demoralization 
of civilian life or of production. 

Peculiarly enough at a time when Hitler and Churchill are 
hurling the direst threats at each other, the first talk on peace 
possibilities is being heard here since the air bombardment of 
England started. According to informed officials, about three 
weeks ago, before the all-out attacks, Germany sounded out the 
British through the Vatican on extremely one-sided peace terms. 
The offer was reported to be that the British would be saved from 
a real attack by air and by invasion, if they were willing to con- 
cede to the Germans a practically complete control of the conti- 
nent, and much of the spoils of the French, Belgian and Dutch 
empires. Needless to say Churchill did not respond to the feeler. 

A few informed officials forecast other peace overtures if the 
German invasion is unsuccessful and the London-Berlin bombard- 
ments continue with great intensity over a long period. But the 
great majority of the experts envision mo peace as long as Churchill 
is prime minister. It can be taken almost for granted that he 
would not make any deal with Germany. For peace now would 
be on German terms, which could only be the equivalent of a 
practically complete surrender.

Quite obviously, he ‘dwells in a constant mental state of confu- 
sion. He comes up with some perfectly fantastic conclusion:. His 
latest one is milder than most. In it he waxes dictatoria! as he 
charges the newspaper editors of Georgia, and especially the 
writer, with putting over a “flim-flam” on the public in not ex- 
posing the fact.that it was the Rivers administration which put 
over the election of Mr. Eugene Talmadge. . 

Nothing, of course, could be farther from the truth. Months 
ago there was an effort made to bring about an agreement but it 
died a-borning, so to speak. The lost legion of Rivers forces 
fought the Talmadge forces to the last ditch with Governor Rivers 
himself in the field in south Georgia. 


The fight was hard and bitter. Mr. Talmadge did two things 
in this race¥ he outsmarted his opponents in the type campaign 
he conducted, and he moved into “Main Street.” 

In coming to town Mr. Talmadge managed to join forces of the 
farm, and the cjty streets. Time was when he boasted he did not 
care to carry a county which had a street car in it. This year he 
won Fulton and DeKalb counties and carried other urban centers 
heretofore found in his opponent’s columns.

This 
will be the walking of Mr. Lint Miller, highway chairman, who 
proved one of the chief thorns in the hide of the Rivers adminis- 
tration. The Talmadge forces make it plain they want no part of 
Mr. Miller.

There will be a crowd of lesser appointees walking the political 
plank. And Mr. Talmadge, when it comes to distributing his own 
patronage, is pledged to make many less appointments than his 
predecessor. 

This is a part of the political scene and, with the exception of 
those departments which should be under civil service, the idea 
probably is all right. The winner ought to be permitted to have 
about him those men who will assist in carrying out his program. 

Mr. Talmadge has a very real opportunity to make some history. 
He was not a bad governor in many respects, when he served 
before. He did alarm and frighten people and bring the state con- 
siderable unfavorable publicity, by the manner in which he ac- 
complished some of his aims. This time he is on record as saying 
he entertains no grandiose ideas; that he wants merely to stay in 
his own backyard; that he will support the Democratic ticket as he 
always has; that he wants merely to be a good governor. The 
people believed him. They elected him by a good majerity. He 
has asked for harmony. He has asked his supporters to work with 
their defeated opponents for the good of the state. 

In this he deserves the support of all citizens. Georgia has had 
too much strife and bitterness and too little attention to govern- 
ment. Mr. Talmadge has a great opportunity. He deserves har- 
monious support. 

Nothing could be worse for Georgia than an obstructionist cam- 
paign based solely on opposition to the new governor. Certain 
trends already setting in indicate already the breaking up of one 
obstructionist group and well before January it should be com- 
pletely undone. 


THE HEIR APPARENT The job done by Herman Talmadge, 


the 30-year-old son of the governor- 
elect, has won for him the admiration of the Talmadge group. 

He is a good son and there are those close to the two, father 
and son, who say the boy already has a better idea of current po- 
litical aspects in Georgia than does his father. It is apparent the 
father entertains some political ambitions for his son. I+ is even 
more apparent the son likes politics, revels in pglitics, and will be 
a good manager. How good a campaigner he will be remains to be 
seen. : 

His appointment as chairman of the state Democratic committee 
is expected to come out of the Macon convention. There is nothing 
in ‘the young man’s record to indicate he cannot fill the position 
with ability. The Talmadge forces frankly say he has earned rece 
ognition; that he will not take a position which pays any salary 
from the state; and they want him to have it. It is their show. If 
the young man has earned political promotion, by all means let 
him have it. 

Meanwhile, about 15 years hence, it would make quite a story 
if another Talmadge, with the old Talmadge organization, were to 
appear on the hustings. It looks like a sure bet to me,

Of the Family

Generations of Americans felt uncouth and inferior. They 
bragged and blustered to hide their shame, but in their secret 
hearts they were keenly aware of their deficiencies. They wel- 
comed criticism by English lecturers, Those who could afford it 
went to Europe for culture. 

Even now our attitude is influenced by the fact that we were 
once an English colony. We remember the years when we were 
weak and England was strong. We glory in the fact that we 
“licked England twice’—conveniently forgetting that England, then 
as now, had her hands full of more important business. And many 
resent the fact, having but recently become aware of it, that 
England’s fleet has for more than a century backed up our national 
policy and enabled us to impose the Monroe Doctrine and keep 
other powers out of the Americas. 

Many of our people still feel some resentment against England, 
and most of it is akin to the feeling that causes the poor and the 
weak to dislike the rich and the strong. And this feeling results 
from a misunderstanding—from the failure to realize that our two 
nations have exchanged roles and the inferior has become superior. 

If all of us could realize that, our resentment would vanish; 
for our dislike of a rich man changes to good-natured tolerance if 
good fortune makes us much richer than he. 

Our good fortune has made us mightier than England. The 
lion’s cubs scattered to the four corners of the world, and one of 
them has become greater than his sire. Nevertheless, he need not 
hesitate to confess the kinship, for he has reason to be proud of 
such parentage. 

The English speaking people have civilized and developed much 
of the world, and wherever they have built their homes they have 
established their ideals of freedom and democracy. 

Now a new power has arisen, and all men must choose between 
freedom and submission to totalitarian dictators. 

Under these conditions, it is inevitable that free men should 
draw together for mutual protection. There is a historica! logic in 
events that causes them to develop without conscious planning by 
individual men. 

So we may expect to see closer co-operation between the English 
speaking peoples, for their common passion for freedom will in- 
evitably make them spiritual partners in the defense of democracy 
and the dignity of man. 

We need not fear such a partnership, for the tail does not wag 
the dog. The lion’s cubs will assemble to make one another strong, 
and the cyb grown mightiest in the prime of his maturity will 
dominate their councils.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—-(4)—Nazi 
shipping, barge concentrations and 
military equipment and stores as- 
sembled on the French coast, were 
heavily bombed last night by the 
Royal Air Force, the air ministry 
announced tonight.

It is not unlikely that the 686 
Christian missionaries in Japan 
will be driven from the country 
under the edict of Premier Konoye 
instituting the “New Order in East 
Asia,” called the “‘Shintzisei—New 
Structure,” requiring all religions 
to worship at the shine of the Em- 
peror. Similar limitations of re- 
ligious freedom are now enforced 
in Germany and the countries re- 
cently seized by Hitler, notably 
Roumania and Poland. One is 
amazed to read of the open ap- 
proval of Hitler’s regime by the 
45 Roman Catholic bishops of Ger- 
many in their recent mieeting at 
Fuda, in which they said: 

“The Catholic Church in Ger- 
many is indebted to German 
troops for their victorious advance 
and defense of the German home- 
land. Without the successful ward- 
ing off of enemy invasion by Ger- 
man armed forces, German Cath- 
Olics could not have nursued so 
undisturbed and quietly their 
church work and ministerial of- 
fices.”’ 

William Allen White, speaking 
at a meeting in Denver recently, 
sponsored by the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews, said: 

“I consider the Constitution of 
the United States a great religious 
document .in the highest sense.

CAIRO, Sept. 15.—(4)—Italy’s 
deepening drive into Egypt and 
the occupation of the Sollum area 
was answered today by the Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force with blasting 
attacks on Fascist forces through- 
out the region. 

The RAF said its attacks were 
“successful” and reported the 
bombing of moving troops, great 
damage to expeditionary equip- 
ment and the starting of many 
fires in Italian-held territory. 

The British still awaited the 
main force of the spearhead 
Marshal Rodolf Graziani’s troops 
were driving into a Mediter- 
region of desert 
villages vacated by British troops. 

There was no indication as to

Fought Under Lee and 
Jackson; Was Captured 
at Spotsylvania: 


E. S. Dortch was 99 yesterday 
and, although he almost lives the 
life of an invalid, he dressed for 
the celebration at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Philip M. Col- 
bert, 35 Park lane, ate his share 
of the birthday cake, and recalled 
the days when he fought under 
General Robert E. Lee and Gen- 
eral Stonewall Jackson. 


Mr. Dortch, the sole survivor of 
the “Bossier Volunteers,” says his 
formula for extending the allotted 
threescore-and-ten span is_ to 
have a regular schedule for liv- 
ing this life, to leave off tobacco, 
and take whisky only in an occa- 
sional toddy, to eat sparingly, and 
to retire as soon as your feet and 
your family secure a safe financial 
status. 

The almost century-old veter- 
an participated in the battles of 
Bull Run, Chancellorsville, Antie- 
tam, Seven Days’ Fight Around 
Richmond, Wilderness, Gettys- 
burg, Fredericksburg, Malvern 
Hill and Cold Harbor. His regi- 
ment was under General Stone- 
wall Jackson; and in the second 
battle of Manassas, when Jack- 
son, with 16,000 men, met and de- 
feated General Polk’s army of 
65,000, routing the enemy, Mr. 
Dortch was wounded. 

He was captured at the battle 


of Spotsylvania Courthouse and) 
taken prisoner to Fort Henry, 
Baltimore, and later to Fort Del- 
aware, remaining there for the 
last two months of the war until 
Lee surrendered at Appomattox. 
| When the Confederate prisoners 
were released he was taken by 
| boat to Philadelphia and by train | 
| to St. Louls via Chicago, then by | 
boat down the Mississippi to New | 
Orleans. Upon reaching Louisi- | 
ana, he secured passage on a Red 
river boat and landed at his old 
home near Taylortown, 15 miles 
below Shreveport, there to es- 
tablish himself again on the old 
plantation, Ash Point, where he 
was active as a cotton planter 
until a few years ago. 

He represented his parish ‘in 
the state senate of Louisiana from 
1900 to 1908 and served as a 
member of the board of parish 
commissioners for 22 years.
